Independent claims 1,14, 27, 41, when considered as a whole, are 
allowable over the prior arts of record. Specifically, prior arts of record do not 
teach or suggest the combination of means, arranged and interacted to perform 
the step of the user interface for controlling the selected device is generated 
based on the information directly accessed from the selected device. 

Although Yang teaches a remote control memory to store the information 
which is disclosed at column 8, lines 19-24 "the selection of the icon would provide 
a control signal to the functions interface and the functions interface would then 
access the control software for that appliance from memory and configure the user 
interface function control panel so that it would be configured to control the 
appliance selected, non of the references teach or suggest the user interface 
being generated based on the information directly accessed from the selected 
device. 

With such limitations, the Examiner deems this application in condition for 
allowance over the prior arts made of record.
